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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Searsmont: 


1985 has been a busy year with extra work we were not aware 
of at the beginning of the year. 


The State closed our Town Dump to all dumping, until it was 
cleaned up to meet with their approval. 


Several young boys with plastic bags and under the super- 
vision of Marie and Ronald Fuller, we were able to clean up all the 
paper and trash along the roadside and dump. 


After several days of bulldozing, we were able to meet their 
requirements, and were allowed to open. 


Ronald Fuller has done an excellent job of keeping the dump 
as it should be, and we hope that people who use it will do the 
same. On or by July 1, 1986, the Selectmen must file a report to 
the State Department of Environmental Protection on our plans 
for future use of our Land Fill. 


The last Legislature passed a bill allowing Towns under 1000 
population to continue to burn until 1989, unless we receive a 
from the Federal Environmental Protection to stop, then we have 
to go to land fill, but will be allowed to burn brush and debris. 


We hope to get severl more years use of this land fill, 
pursuing another route will be very expensive. 

We shimmed and hot topped over a mile of roads this year; a 
section on the West Appleton Road, a section of Muzzy Ridge 
Road, and a section on Moody Mt. Road. 

Our Federal Revenue Sharing Funds end in October, and 
then all our money for services will have to come from taxes.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Searsmont: 

1986 was a successful year. We were able to accomplish the goals 
established at the Town Meeting and stay within our anticipated ex- 
penditures. 

As planned, specific areas of roads in North and East Searsmont 
were resurfaced with the major effort focused on or near Appleton Ridge. 

The challenge is to continue our efforts to do more with less. Federal 
Revenue Sharing ended last October and we will use the remaining 
balance in that account for the coming year. 

The Town is still receiving state revenue sharing and we also expect 
to receive $13,000.00 mandated for road maintenance. 

The State has directed us to enclose our sandpile by 1993. And 
there is a glimmer of hope that the state will aid us in funding part of 
it. Currently, estimates received for a minimum building are around 
$40,000. We are proposing to put aside $5,000.00 from excise tax this 
year, with additional monies added each year to help fund the final con- 
struction. | 

The State has also directed us to stop burning trash at the dump. 
We plan to begin the operation of a sanitary landfill this summer. 
Residents using the dump will be required to separate their trash in 
order that we may attempt to recycle and sell what is now burned. We 
will also be required to compact and cover the refuse after each full 
dump day, substantially increasing the cost of dump operations. 

The warrant reflects the discussion and recommendations made 
at the budget meeting and provides adequate funding for town opera- 
tions in the coming year. As proposed these accounts do not require a 
tax increase.

The fire department responded to two chimney fires, two smoke 
investigated fires and one out-of-town fire. The fire department was 
called to stand by at three car accidents. We responded to a house fire in 
which the State Fire Marshal’s Office was called to investigate. It was 
felt by the department that it had been set. No decision or arrest has 
been made at this time. 

Members of the fire department again this year attended meetings 
put on by the Waldo County Firefighters Association.

We had five weeks of training on the different kinds of pumps 
used in firefighting this year. This was sponsored by the State of Maine.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
February 1, 1986 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
The accounting policies of the Town of Searsmont conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to govern- 
mental units. 


A. 


Basis of Presentation 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds or 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate ac- 
counting entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for 
with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise 
its assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenues and expenditures. 
The various funds are grouped by type in the financial state- 
ments. 


Governmental Funds 

General Fund — The general fund is the general operating fund 
of the Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that 
are not allocated by law or contractual agreement to another 
fund are accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid 
the general operating expenditures, the fixed charges and the 
Capital improvement costs that are not paid through other 
funds. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds — Trust funds are used to account for assets held 
in trust by the Town for others. 


Basis of Accounting 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the 
governmental funds. Under the modified accrual basis of ac- 
counting, revenues are recorded when received in cash except 
for property tax revenues which are recorded as deferred tax 
revenues unless collectible within sixty days following the year 
end. Expenditures, other than interest on long-term debt, are 
recorded when the liability is incurred. 


General Fixed Assets 


The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets. 
Expenditures for property and equipment are charged against 
departmental operations whenever such items are purchased. 
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Property Tax 


The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied August 15, 
1985 on the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1985 for all real 
and personal property located in the Town. Taxes were due Sept- 
ember 1, 1985 with interest at 1% per month on taxes paid after 
September 30, 1985. The townspeople also authorized a 2% dis- 
count on all property taxes received by the tax collector within 30 
days from date of commitment. 


Deferred Tax Revenues 


The National Council on Governmental Accounting (N.C.G.A.) Inter- 
pretation No. 3 requires that property tax revenue is recognized to 
the extent it willbe collected within sixty days following the year end. 


As of February 1, 1986, the deferred tax revenues amounted to 
$28,500.00 which reflected an increase of $9,426.99 of the prior 
year’s balance. 

Deferred Credits 

Deferred credits represent items received during the current 
accounting period but to be used as revenue in the subsequent 
year. These accounts were as follows at February 1, 1986:

General Fund Budget 


The Town operates on a net budget as compared with a gross bud- 
get. All revenues are not estimated but are credited to the particular 
operating account. Certain revenues are dedicated for particular 
purposes by vote of the townspeople at the annual town meeting or 
at special town meetings. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the towns- 


people vote on various articles, on which amounts for appropria- . 


tions have been recommended by the Board of Selectmen and/or 
the Budget Committee. 


Designated for Special Reserves 


Special reserve accounts for various purposes amounted to 
$7,999.69 at February 1, 1986 and were invested in time deposits.
